Sniitli, Acting British Consul, at Znw- 
zibar, I uin indebted for tho following 
letter from Mr. Stanley, dated the Oer- 
mua station of Mpwapwa, November 
II, 1889 : 

Dhah .Slit, — Wo arrived here yester- 
day 1)11 the tifty-fifth day from Victoria 
Nyanza and tlio uiuety-eightli day from 
Albert Nyanza. We number alto- 
gether 750 souls. At tho last muster, 
three duys ago, Kmin Pasha's people 
iiuiiiliereil 201, of wlioiii . iifty-iiino were 
uliildren, mostly orphans of tho Egypt- 
ian olliuors. The whites with me are 
Lieutenant Staires, Captain Nelson 
Mounteney, Jephson, Surgeon Parke, 
William IJonney, Mr. Holfman, JSniiii 
Pashtt and his daughter, Captain Casati, 
Signor Marco and a Tunisian, Vitu Has- 
san, and un apothecary. 

\Vo have also I'eres Giranlt and 
Sehiiize of the Algerian mission. Among 
the lu iucipul otlicors of tho Puslia are 
N'alii'crH of the Kcpiutorial province and 
Majni- Awasli Ellendi of thcSeeond Bat- 
talion. 

SUKIOUS UIH.SRS. 

.Since leaving Victoria Nyanza we 
have lost eighteen of the I'asha'H people 
and one native of /^anziliar, who was 
killed wliile we were parleying with tlie 
lumtile people. 

Kvery other expedition I liavo led has 
.seen the lightening of our labnns as we 
drew near tho sea, hut I cannot say tlie 
.saiiio of this one. Our long string of 
Iniiiiiiioek-bearei's tell a diflerent tale, 
ami until we place these poor things on 
shipboard there will be no rest for us. 

The worst of it Is we have not the 
privilege of showing ut Zanzibar the 
full extent of our labors. After carrying 
some nf them 1,000 miles, and fighting 
to the right and loft of tho sick ones, 
aiui driving the \A'arn8ura from their 
prey over range and range of moun- 
t.iin.i, with every energy on the fnll 
strain, tlu y slip llirimgh our hands and 
(lie in their haiiiuiocks. 

AN 01. U I.ADV DIES. 

One Ittily seventy-live years of age, 
t.he old mother of the Valkiel, died in 
this manner in North .Msukuma, south 
of Victoria Nyanza. We liad as stirring 
a time for four days as we had aiiy- 
wliere. 

For those four days we liave Inul coii- 
tiiinous fighting during the gi-.-'atcr part 
of the daylight hours. I'lu' foolish 
natives took un unaocountable prejudice 
lo tho Pasha's people. They insisted 
that they wei'e cimnilmls and hud come 
lo their country for no good. Talkuig 
to iheni was of jio use. Any attempt at 
<liaproof drove them into a white hot 
rage, and in their mad itiaging of them- 
selves on us they suSerud. 

I am advised that the.routo to the sea 
via Simba and Mwenc is the best for one 
thing tiiat specially appears desirable — 
the abun<lance of fao(\. 

lll.S I'lillfoSl'.ll ItOIITH. 

I piiipiiso U> adopt that line. As re- 
garil.s lho ilanger of an attack, this ro.id 
seems to iiie to lie as bad as another. 

We have iiiaile the unexpected dis- 
coveiy of a conaiderable extension of 
Victoria Nyaiiz,i to tlie southwest. The 
utniost southerly reaeli of this extension 
is south hititude '2 degrees -IH minutes, 
which brings tlie Victoria sea within I.'),') 
miles only from bike Tanganyika. I 
was so certaui in my mincl lliat this 
fact was known through many voyages 
of the church missionary society to 
Uganda that 1 do not feel imrticulurly 
moved by it. Maokay, however, showed 
me the latest maps publislied by the 
society, and I saw that no one had even 
suspicion of it. 

ARKA OK THr. I.AKK. 

On the road here I nnule a rough 
sketch of it, and 1 now liiid that tlie 
area of the groat lake is now increased 
by this discovery to '20,900 square miles, 
wliich is just ubinit 1,9U0 square mines 
larger than the reputed exaKgerations 
of Captain Speko. If you willglancG at 
the map of the lake toward the south- 
wcstyou willfindthepoastlineturnsabout 
northwest ami east-south -cast, but this 
(•oast line so drawn consists niainlv of a 
series of large und moiintuilious islands, 
inanv of tlieni well peopled^ which ovcr- 
la|) one another. 

•Sontli (li lliese islands is a large body 
of water just discovered. Lake Uriji 
also, which ('aptuiii Speke so slightly 
sUctclicii, turns out to be a very respec- 
liible lake, witli populated islands in it. 

I hope that we shall meet before 
long. 1 beg lo leuiiiin your obedient

Ilnra river, although wc should have to 
travc ■ se for some days tho despoiled 
land whiclj liad been the common cen- 
tre i I.' the Ugarrowas and Kiliongulnu- 
gus bauds of raiders. We were about 
100 miles from the grass land, which 
opened up A prospect of future feasts of 
beef, veal and mutton, and a pleasing 
variety of vegetables, as well as oil and 
butter for cooking." 

He tells of the severe struggles ho had 
for several days with the Danibutti 
dwarfs, and many other dangers en- 
eoimtered by the expedition, and the 
tale of alternating privations, plenty 
and fighting, is an extremely intorosling 
one. 

.Stanley tells about a terrible time 
with sinall-pox among the Monemazos, 
'J'hc mortality was groat. On reaching 
a village called Onifikuniu a large plan- 
talioii of bunanuH uiid plantains wa.s 
foiiml, and after a severe starvution 
(luring fourteen days tlic party gorged 
themselves to such excess that niiiny 
died and many were iucapaoitiiteil for 
.soiiio time. 

AN0TI11;R l.HTTI-.H 1-KOM TlIK HXI'UlllKR. 

LiiNiHiN, Nov. i). — Dr. Win. Me- 
Kinnon has received another letter from 
Stanley, written by the explorer from 
his camp at Kizinga Ujinja o;i August 
17th, wherein he ' says : Kniin, with 
.Seliiii Hey, seven ollicers and ii'y people, 
arrived at .Stanley Cnnip on February 
17th. Lieiu. Stairs arrived on Februaiy 
ITith with his coUiniii. Stanley goes 
on to say tliat he explained 
tlie object of liis visit and ollered to 
wait a iTasonable time for biin. The 
letter shows thci'O was much deliiy on 
tlie part of Kiiiiii, who appeared to have 
ail olistimite belief in his forces. "On 
April .^tli, " Stanley continues, 
"Kmin informed me that bit few 
of his servants would go." Stan- 
ley gives a graphic description 
of the .Soiiiliki country and the river, 
which is a powerful stream from 80 to 
800 yards in width. The march was re- 
sumed on May 8th, the party skirting 
the Balogga mouutains, forty miles 
from Victoria Nyanzu. Arriving at 
the south end of tho inountaius bo had 
u successful encouutor with King Un- 
jors, which cleared the route to the 
Seinliki river.

Opinion Espreiwd Tbat the United 
Slates Had Honiethlng to Do with 
Bemoral of Doni Pedro. 



Hi;ttk. Mont., Nov. 23. — Fire caught 
this iiioriiiiig in u crosscut on the 500- 
foot level of the .St. Ijawreneo mine, and 
the miners wlio tried to drown out the 
llttinea were driven away by the heat 
and smoke. As the fire occurred be- 
tween a change of shifts, only a few 
men were down. There was a quantity 
of powilor ill tlie lower level, and to 
save the mine from disaster by un ex 
Illusion, several men volunteered to 
get it. 

While engaged in doing this four men 
named Kollelier, Lyons, Murphy and 
Page were overcome by gns and smoke 
and perished. Other men went down to 
save them, but had to leave them, hav- 
ing a narrow escape themselves. 

Fire communicat«d to the Anaconda 
mine from the St. Lawrence and the for- 
mer is burning. It is timbered from 
tlie 500 foot level up, and the result of 
the Imrniiij' of these timbers will he u 
cave-in of disastrous proportions. 

The liitest report is that there are 
nine men unaccounted for, and if they 
are in tho mines they are undoubtedly 
dead by this time. 

The Anaconda mines constitute the 
greatest system of copper mines in the 
world, and the capital is estimated at 
ti-.'0,(HK),000. 

.SMOTMERINH THE KLAMES. 

UuTTK, Mont., Nov. 124. — There were 
no new developmouts to-day in the mine 
fire. The shaft of the Anaconda is 
biilklicaileil, likewise all the levels of 
Si. Lawiencu. It is believed that 
carbonic acid gas, which will necea- 
sarily be generated in the confined 
space, will eventually put the fire out. 
Wlii'thcr the tire baa extended to the 
workings of the ' Anaconda or not no 
one knows. 

The number of lives lost is believed 
to be nine. Two men aro missing. But 
for Superintendent Carroll's work, with 
the co-operation nf tlio miners, in bulk- 
heading the mines, the whole vast in- 
terior, with its underground ramifica- 
tions, would soon have caved in, As it 
is, no one oan form the least conception 
of the extent of tbe daiiiiigw, and it may 
be weeks before it is .safe to open the 
iniiics again. The ooinpany has other 
mines besides tliese, so the sniflltfU' will 
not have to be closed down. The future 
intention of the company, however, is 
unknown.

IjONDO.v, Nov. i.V— Tho Hag of tho 
new Brazilian Republic was hoisted for 
the first time in English waters to-day, 
with a result that must have been dis- 
couraging to tho ovor-zeixloua ofSuer who 
niudo haste to display his colors in ad- 
vmico of the formal recognition of tho 
guvernmeiit whoso emblem was thus 
daunted. The occasion of the display 
was the arrival at Plymouth of a Brazil- 
iiiii wurslii)), to receive which the usual 
preparations were made by tho British 
war vessels and forts, and tho custom- 
ary signal to salute was awaited from 
tlie flagship, Admiral Sir Wil- 
liiini Montague Dowell . When, 
however, tho tlag of the "United States 
of Brazil" was displayed, instead of the 
expected imperial ensign. Admiral Dow- 
ell sent a request to the Brazilian coni- 
niaiider to hoist the recognized flag of 
Brazil, or at least not to run up any 
other. The Braziliaa capt,iin decliiiud 
to comply with the request, and the 
British forts and warships renuiiiied si- 
lent. It is probable that the cuptuia of 
the Brazilian ship will make such repi o- 
senlation of the alfair as will call for the 
intimation of England's attitude with 
regard to tho South American govern- 
ment from the foreign office.

Nyanza, September '.i, says, in part : 
"It Is amusing to look back and note 
how punishmout has fallen on the rribels 
of the iSndn government. Traiiois 
without the camp and traitors within 
were watched, and the most active con- 
spirators discovered, tried and hanged. 
The traitors without fell foul of oim an- 
other, and ruined themselves. I'^ar away 
our own people, tempted by their e<- 
tremo wretcliodness and misery, sold 
our rilles and ammunition to our natur- 
al enemies, tlie Mnnyemu, the slave 
traders' true friends, without the least 
grace either of bodies or souls. .Since 
that time of anxiety and unhappy out 
look I have been at the point of deuth 
from a dreadful illiuiss. Little by little 
1 giitlicrcii strength, and liiially gave 
orders for the march for home. 

"Discovery after discovery in this 
wonilorfiil region was made, until at 
last we came to a church whose cross 
deiioniiimted a Cliristiiui .settlement, 
and wo knew we li id reached the out- 
skirts of blcHsed i-ivilizatioii."

Seoai.ia, Nov. ai— The north bound 
passenger train of the Missouri, Kansas

They uncoupled the engine, 
mail and express cars aud run 
them ahead two milcB, where 
they cleaned out everything of value in 
the express car. They proceeded to the 
mail car, where tliey intimiduted the 
mail agent aud rifled the pouches of 
their valuables. The safe in the ex- 
press cur was operated on and its con- 
tents, valed at about 95, 000, taken. The 
nature of the matter taken from the 
mail car is not known. It took the 
road agents only half an hour to do their 
work. A special, carrying U. S. mar- 
shalls, baa started for the scene and will 
soon be in hot pursuit of the robbers. 

THE MESSENHER'S 8T0RV. 

.St. Louis, Nov. 25. — A special to the 
Post-Dispatch from Sedalia, Mo., gives 
an Interview with Oscar Johnson, the 
express messenger, whose car was robbed 
at Pryor Creek lost uiglit. His story of 
the robbery is as follows: When the 
train stopped at tho water tank near 
that slutioii n gang of men, of nob less 
than live, boarded the traiu. Two of 
them took possession of the en- 
gine, while another cut the mail 
baggage and express carft olT from the 
train. A shot alarmed Johimoii, who 
was secreting valuable packages. By 
tho time the highwaymen were ready to 
enter his car, he had ull but SI, 000 
stored away in vurioua parts of the c»r. 
At the point of a pistol, Johnson opened 
the Company's safe and the- robbers 
secured $1,000 found there. Tiion they 
openeil his train box, and seeing a 
small amount of inouey asked whoso 
it was. "That's part of my salary," 
replied Johnson. The robbers left it, 
telling hiin tboy were not robbing train- 
men. Johnson told them that.' was 'all 
the money, and they left the oar. It 
was reported at first that the mail car 
had beeu robbed and the passengers re- 
lieved of their money and valuables, but 
when the train reached Oswego, Kas., 
that report was found to be untrue.

TEE as WEE BY-LAW. 



The ratepayers of this city will soon 
be called upon to accept or reject the 
by-law 10 provide fuuUa for coiiBtruct 
ing a syfitein of sewers for, the.oity. The 
duty is a very important one. The issue 
is literally one of life and death. It is 
now known timt wiint ot proper drain- 
age causes sickness and death, and thut 
as soon as a city of any size is properly 
drained the general health of its inhab- 
itants is improved and the death rate 
becomes lower. This is now beyond 
controversy. It has been proved in 
hundreds of instances by evidence that 
cannot be gainsaid. 

The circuniatunccs of Victoria are 
such that it needs drainage more than 
any city in the Dominion of Canada. 
In the cities of the East decomposition, 
to u very ^reut extent, ceases as soon as 
the winter sets in. The frost makes 
the filth of the cities comparatively 
harmless. But here decomposition is 
going on the whole year round. The 
Bott, unfrozen ground a^da^-'ou^nbxious 
exhalatioiis in wihter^as^'weil as'in'auni- 
nier. If the disease-breeding matter is 
not carried off it will do its deadly work 
here for twelve aiouths in the year. 
In the Eastern cities the inhab- 
itants have a short respite dur- 
ing the season of hard frost. 

It is, we are glad to perceive, goner- 
ally conceded that a comprehensive 
Bflwer system i» a necessity — that the 
city cannot do much longer without it. 
This admitted, it only remains to be 
considered whether the scheme sub- 
mitted to the people is a feasible one, 
and within' their tueana. We obsers-e 
that no particular system of sewerage is 
provided for in the by-law. This is a 
matter, we understand, that could uot 
be submitted to the ratepayers. But 
the City Council have taken the advice 
of skilful sanitary engineers, and tliey 
have, no doubt, decided what system 
they intend to adopt. 

Wo infer from the amount asked for, 
8650,000, that they have determined to 
have the city well drained. Provided 
the work is thoroughly and skilfully 
done, the citizens should uot begrudge 
the cost. They do not want the work 
done ou the *' cheap atid , nasty " prior 
oiple. The sewers are intended, not 
■ for the present wants of the city, 
but they are as far as they 
go to last for all time. In constructing 
them we will be providing for the pres- 
ervation of the health of the city a hun- 
dred or more years henco^ The w;ork 
should be so done that there ' should' be 
no need of doiner it over again. Our 
children and our children's children are 
expected to pay for the sowers, and it is 
only ju8t to them as well as boat for our- 
selves that they be constructed as well 
as the science of the day can make them. 

The largeness of the sum should not 
deter any ratepayer from voting for the 
by-law. The interest which the city 
will have to pay will uot be ;t very 
heavy burden, and if the aysteni ol 
sewers is as good und us efl'ective as 
can be constructed for the money the 
investment will'be a profitable one. 

Wo are fully convuiced that tlie day 
that Victoria has a syHtein of sowers 
adequate to its wants for the present 
and for a reiisoualiUi time in the future, 
the Bggi eirate of the value of real estiUe 
within its bounds will be increased Ijy 
a sum equal to, if not exceeding, the cost 
of the construction of tlie drains. The 
riuiro wo know of Victoria tlie more 
firmly are wo convinced that it is dea 
tinod to become the place of re.ii 
dcnco of tliose in the Kast uiu 
the Soutli who desire to live in i 
city having a mild and an equable eli 
mate. Men wlio have travelled all ovei 
the continent and wlio liave aojouined 
in the most favored portions of (ireut 
Britain say that the climuto of Victoria 
is, on the whole, more pleasant and 
more salubrious than any of which thoy 
have had experience. The scenery 
in its vicinity thoy regard bb delightful, 
and its conveniences in other respects 
very great. Many porBons in cnay cir 
cunistances living in the east liavo only 
to bo convinced that Cheio is uuuh u 
place as Victoria in the Dominion of 
Canada to make it their place of resi- 
dence for the whole of the year or part 
of the year. But the want of propei 
. drainage is a great drawback to the 
city. Intelligent peojile will not now, 
if they can help it, live in a place 
whoro tho drainage is even dcfootivo, 
Oood drainage in witii thorn a "sine 
qua non," No matter how grtat 
the advantages of a city ir.ay be inott^er 
respeota, thoy will hE(ve nothing t9 do 
wjlb it aa long 08 its sanitary oouditiou 



is not good. Kature has been prodigal 
of its gifts to Victoria, but they all go 
for nothing in t'Ae estimation of those 
iirhti ^Mire to preserve their own hea)i|h 
Biidt tHe-health of their families, when 
they lea'ru that its iDhabitauts have not 
provided it wltli 'an' affeotlvo drainage 
iisystom. If, then, the property owners 
of Victoria desire lo see their houses 
and lands enhanced in value; if the^ 
wish to s<!e this city matie the sanHarlf 
uui of the Dominion and i of the whole 
Pacific Coast, they will give the city 
council the power to borrow the money 
they need to construct the sowers and 
see to it that, whan the corporation get 
the money, it is well and wisely adminia- 
tersd. ^ 

laiTDYim? 

Mr. VVm. Henry Hurlbut, an emin- 
ent American journalist, who has of 
late directed his attention chiefly to 
European affairs, considers that the Re 
public of France is on its last legs. Ho 
has contributed an article to the No 
vember number of tho Fortiiightly Re 
view on French affairs to which he has 
given tho very doleful title "A Repub 
lie in Extremis," As Mr. Hurlbut is 
a citizen of a republic, it is reasonable 
to suppose that ho would write 
nf tho experiment which is being 
tried in France aa favorably 
he conscientiously could. But if ho had 
been an hereditary Tory of the most 
liitter sect, he could not write more 
^{loomily or more unsympathetically of 
republicanism and republicans in 
Franco than ho does. It is quite evi- 
dent that he thinks that France was 
more prosperous and much better gov- 
erued under the Bourbons and the Bo- 
napartes than it is under the republi- 
cans. Ho evidently believes that the 
French are not republieana by nature 
or training, and that they are not fit to 
work republican institutions as they 
ought to bo worked. ' Ho says: 

"It wa,8 inipossible for Frenchmen of 
experience and ability to believe in 1871 
that the .,!^rpttch people, as a people, 
oared one ifarthing- about the Kepubli

Repulilici!- ''ft' wah certain that 
great numbers of tho French people, 
vividly recalling the follies and tho 
critiies which had marked the brief 
career of each of the two previous re 
publican e.vperimeiita, the experiment 
of 1793 and the experiment of 
1848, profoundly distrusted the 
theoretical devotees of republicanism 
and utterly disbelieved in the possibility 
of founding a stable und honest Republic 
In France. It was only probable that a 
Republic, sensibly and economically ad 
ministered mightsecure the acquiescence 
of that large majority of the French 
people who desire, ubuve all things else, 
to be left undisturbed to look after 
their own affairs, and of whom the 
Loudon Times said with perfect truth 
of the plebiscitary vote of May, 8, 1870, 
• It the result of the plebiscite, no mat 
ter bow obtained, is to save France 
from a revolution, the Government will 
lie declared by an immense majority to 
have deserved well of the country,' " 

If the people of France did not want 
a Republic they have paid very dearly 
for the one which they permitted the 
politicians to set up. Mr. Hurbult 
shows that the republican government 
has greatly increased the people's bur- 
dens. The Empire left them a tremend 
ous legacy of debt, as well as the in 
lemnity to be paid to the Oerman con 
juerors. But under the administration 
(if M. Thiers and of the Marshal Duke 
of Magenta the Republic cleared itself 
of its financial einbarasaments in a very 
short time. Bat when the administra 
tion of the Reiiublicans from necessity 
endnd, and the reins of power fell into 
the hands of the Republicans from cou- 
.-iction, the era of prudence and' econo- 
my ended. 

In 1869, the last year of. the Second 
Napolean's reign, the ordinary expendi- 
ture of the government was $324,278,- 
047. Seven years afterwards it was 
necessary to raise the revenue to §512,- 
101,103, This was a very great increase 
in so short a time; but then the interest 
of tho German indemnity had 
to be provided for and the re- 
organization of the army, which was 
regarded as an absolute necessity, 
turned out to be a most e.xpensive husi- 
iies.s. But the Republican Government 
liept on adding to tho burdens of the 
people from year to year until in the 
estimate of expenditure for the current 
year has reached the immense sum of 
.^707,113,327. The taxes raised will 
not meet the enormous expenditure, 
and the deficit ia estimated atS104,718,- 
UGl. But the French people ui these 
days have beooni^:acpii8tomed: to jde- 
ficita. Their Gdf6rhtii&nt'h'M; for some 
time past, been spending oh an average 
of $100,000,000 more than the revenue. 
This, of course, cannot go on for ever. 
.\Ir. Hurlbut euloulates that the total 
expenses of the French (jovernmeiit 
amount to somewhere about iJSuO.OOO,- 
000 annually, or very nearly twice the 
annual publio expenditure of Great 
Britain. When this ia known it will 
not appear at all wnnilerfnl that the 
French under tlie Republic are very 
much the most heavily taxed people in 
Kiirope. Reckouitig five traucs to the 
dollar, the people of England are taxed 
eleven dollars a head, the Qerii^ans 
nine dollars, the Russians a little more 
tliim seven, while the French have to 
|):iy a fractidii within twenty-one dol- 
lars u head (104 francs). 

Mr, Hurlbut represents the French 
(Jovorninent as acting rigidly on the 
principle "to the victors belong the 
spoils," Tho men in power take good 
cure that none but their own partisans 
are appointed lo ollico. The very first 
qualilication of the applicant for ollice 
is agreement with the (ioveiiimenl on 
political questions, which, of course, im- 
plies the duty to fight for the Govern- 
ment through thick ond thin at electiona 
and between elections. This system 
tends to the multiplication of otlices and 
to the increase of the expense of the 
Civil. Service, In lH5,'t the Civil Ser- 
vice 0O8t the country some IJ3G,000,000, 
It kept on growing under the Republic 
until in 1888 it had mounted up to 881,- 
000,000, This shows clearly enough 
that whatever lilso republics are, thoy 
lire not economical. 

Tho reader 'will naturally feel sur- 
prified that the people of France should 
keep in power a Government that sponda 
their money BO reoklcsaly and that lays 
on them such heavy burdens. They had 
theopportunity ulVordedtlieni tho other 
day of getting rid of their present rulers 
and, for that matter, of the Republic 
altogether, but tlwy roturnod them to 
power with an jihcroaaed majority. 
Thoy elected 306 Bupportera of the 
Qovernment, and only 311 opponents. 
How is this? Mr. Hurlbut ■ trial to 



Republiaaa'in4)orlt)r.{ . : : .... 634,001 
The Republican majority in 1885 was 
768,485; Fi^'om this it is seen that al- 
though the Republicans are stronger in 
tho Legislature than they were in 1885 
they are weaker in tho country. 

If from the Government's majority of 
034,000 :Vi;eft , taken .the. yote^ of those 
Government employes and others who 
supported the Republicjin? on compul- 
sion, the actual majority for the Govern- 
ment was very small indeed. In many 
of tho districts the members were re- 
turned by majorities varying from ten 
to a hundred, so that the change 
of a compiiratively few votes would 
have converted the majority returned 
into a minority. A third of a million 
Mr. Hurlbut calculates would do this. 
If tho reviewers calculations and repre- 
sentatioiiB are correct, the victory 
gained, tiy , the Republicans , in France 
the other day was not so much of a vic- 
tory after all, and tho victors have no 
very great reason to feel confident that 
it has given them an unlimited extension 
of power, or indeed, that it has placed 
the Republic on a basis at all more solid 
than the one on which it stood before 
the election. Mr, Hurlbut believes 
that tho new members are committed to 
a policy both with regard to legislation 
and expenditure which must result in 
the downfall of tho Republic, The 
present condition of the French Repub- 
lic is described in the words of a clever 
Frenchman. "Tho Republic is," he 
-said, "in the condition of the noblo and 
unfortunate Emperor Frederick III, If 
it is rid of the cancer it will die of the 
cure. If it shrinks from the cure it will 
lie of tho cancer," According, then, to 
the opinion of this Americiiu republican 
the Republic of France is doomed. Its 
case ia hopelcas. It cannot live much 
longer, let its rulers pursue what policy 
they may. It will soon be seen whether 
or not Mr.' Hurlbut has read the aigns 
aright.

London", Nov. '2;!. -( 'oiicspondentH 
since Emperor U'illianr's \ isit to Con 
stantinople, have boi'ii traiianiitting 
many stntenieiits to tin- I'fl'ect that the 
Emperor had srcuuil an additioi 
guarantee for the |ieacf of ICurope by 
bringing Turkey into luiation with the 
triple alliance. About the n;ost trust- 
worthy information on the subject was 
obtained this afternoon fiom an attache 
of the British legation at C'<instantino- 
ple, who ia in a position to know many 
facts concerning the Emperor's visit. 
Said this informant : The German Em- 
peror was able to form a perfectly ac- 
curate estiniati! of the military position 
of Turkey. l''(jr many years the .Sultan 
has employed German glbcers in several 
of the higher military posts. At present 
-General Von Der Galtz, perhaps the 
' oleyerest of all the German .olHcersj';Of 
his generation, is in the Sultan's ser- 
•vibe. There is no secret abotit what -he 
told the EmpetorV The Turkish sol- 
diers are of tnebcstniatcriRlinthetyorld, 
but the nation has uo class from which 
intelligent otlicers can ■ be -formed. 
The Sultan has .no money. His wh^le: 
service is corrupt, and the number of 
troojis at his di-^posal is, therefore limit- 
ed. In a wonl, Turkey is not a great 
power, anil while the Kniperor and Sul- 
tan came to a nintnal undci standiiig, it 
could not aiiujuiit (o a military idliance 
which would mean co-djjciatioii in of- 
fence as well «M ilefencc. The great ap- 
prehension of (.Jeruiany is that which is 
aroused by the prosjicct of the extension 
of Russian power in tin.' t ast of Europe. 
Such an extension is also a danger 
against which the Sullan is on Ins guard. 
There is, therefon:, a coniiniinity of in- 
terest betwei'li the two ])owcis. Each 
of them is anxious to prevent the fur- 
ther aggrundi/oiiiciit of Kussiii.

BY-LAW, 

Gruutiiig the rijlit and privilec;e of 
eructing, constructing, maintaining 
and operating a District Telegraph 
System in the City . of -Victoria, 
Province of British '(Columbia,: to 
the undermentioned persons or tlieir 
assigns. - ' 

Bb IT En AOTEn, by the Mayor and Council 
of the Corporation of the City of Victoria, 
as follows 

S(scUon I,— That F. F. Clark. C. G. PorkiiiH 
and J. F. Slclntyro.of l'ortTownBeiul,W.'r., 
and V, a. Richards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and their aaaigns, 
hereinafter called "grantoe8,":bo and they 
hereby are granted for . the pdriod of 50 
years, the right and- privilege of erecting, 
cbnstrubUhg,' m'ai'ntalnlng, ' and operating 
and'^ltig°-ln,~'aIohg,'and over and under 
any 'and' all' the streets of the City of 
Victoria, wliat Is known as the Dislrtot 
Telegraph System. 

Seotion 2.— The said grantees shall hav 
the right to and shall erect the poles and 
stretch the wires of tlieir said Telegraph 
Sysluin BO as not to interfere with tlie free 
nd unobstructed use of the streets for 
travel, and shall erect the poles of their 
telegraph at such points in the streets and 
place the wires of their .tol^grftph at such 
points and at 8U6h height as ^ball be desig- 
nated by the street commltteoiof said city. 
Said poles BhaU^bo'dressied. and 'painted in 
a neat and satisfactory' maimer and shall 
not bo legs than thirty (SQl'^lreet' in height 
and properly proportioned ^throughout, 
subject to the direction arid control of the 
coniuilttce on street improvements of said 
city. 

Section 3.— That whenever it shall be- 
come necessary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
Into or in any manner interfere with any 
public street or ' any part ■ Uiereof. the 
grantees and Uieir assigns shall have the 
right '83 tO'do, and shall without delay put 
the street In 'as good condition as It was 
before it was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the street all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused thereby. 

Section 1.— That whenever any person or 
tiersons. company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of the committee 
on streets and public property to remove 
any building, structure' ,or edifice 'tlirough 
any street or streets of said city of Victo- 
ria, with which the lines or wires of ' the 
grantees shall In any inanner interfere^ the 
said grantees shall, upon twenty-four hours 
notice from such person or persons; oonv 
pauy or corporation, raise or remove said, 
lines or wires bo ua to allow free and unob- 
structed passngo of any such building, 
structure or edifice, and if the said grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raise such line or lines, said line 
or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
street commissioner at the expense of said 
Krantees so aa to admit of the free passage 
of such building , or other edifice or struc 

Section 5.— That whenovei* it shall bo 
necessary in grading any street or alley of 
said city, or in building any sidewalk, or 
making any other improvement thereon, 
to remove any polD or poles belonging to 
said grantees, or on which any line or linos, 
wire or wires, belonging to said grantees 
shall be stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon receiving twenty-four 
bpnrs notipe frpn the contractor, or other 
person having charge of such, grading or 
other improvement, remove, such pole or 
poles, and if sold grantees upon such notice 
shall neglect , or refuse to move such pole 
or poles, th'en such pole or poles shall be 
removed by the street oommissioner at the 
expense of said grantees. 

Section 6.— That it shall bo tinlawful (or 
any person unless authorized by said 
grantees to Interfere, meddle with, injure 
or remove any of the telegraph poles, wires, 
Iwkes or apparatus belonging or appertain- 
ing tb° 'said telOKrapb system. Provided, 
however, that the poliss and other appara- 
tus of said grantees may bo removed in the 
manner provided In Section 5 hereof. 

Section 7.— That the said grantees here- 
by agree and covenant to indoniulfy the 
Corporulioii of the City of Victoria from 
any injury nrisint; from or any casualty or 
accident lo persou or properly by reason of 
any nogieot or omission lo keep said poles 
and wires in a aiifc condition, and for all 
valid cIulniH against said city for daniaKC 
caused by said pules or wires, or by nny 
works, alterations, repairs; or Improve- 
mehtd ih coiincclloii with the works herein 
Contemplated. 

Kectlon 8,— Thai the Corporation of the 
City of Vicloria resorves I he right to re- 
pejil or amend this Hy-law whenever in the 
judgment of the common council of said 
city an amendment or repeal is necessary, 
having due rqgnnl, however, for the vest- 
ed rights of tho parties- hereunder. 

.Section 9.— In the construction of the 
works herein contemplated fio said gran- 
tecs shall use llie poles is the principal 
Blrcols of the cily at. i)rc«cnl used by Iho 
Telephone and Victoria Electric Illumin- 
ating Co., BO for as i)Osslble, so as lo avoid 
the erecting of uny additional poles on said 
strebls. 

Section IC— That tho said company shall 
Hie tlio acceptance of tho conditions hereof 
and comr.ienco the work of construction 
\vi>hin six months from the date of tho (Ap- 
proval hereof, otherwise this by-law shall 
be null and void. 

.Section 11.— This Uy-Ijiw shall lake oH'oct 
and ho of force upon the filing of said nc- 
oojitanoe, and from and after the same 
shall have boon published (or seven days. 

Section 12.— That tho grantees shall, 
whenever ordered by the corporal Ion of the 
City of Victoria place thoir wires under- 
ground, and in respect of removing and so 
placlngof their wires iindoigrondBlinll have 
no claim upon said corporation in respect 
of voHted rights or otherwise, provided, 
however, Umt said co^poriitlon shall not 
so order said grnnteea. unless a Koiioral 
order to tho saino eflSsot be Issued to iathor 
persons 'or-'conipAiilos hiivhig' 'overhead 
wires In the streets of said bity. '' '

Victoria Visited by a Veritable Cyclone 
Vhlch Does Considerable l>ainni:e. 

Sunday, November 24th, 1889, will 
long be remembered as one of the uioal 
windy and boisterous doya |of tlio year. 
The wind rose to a perfect gain in llie 
morning, preventing the steamer is- 
lander from leaving on her regular trip 
to Vancouver. 

During the day there was no cessa- 
tion in the violence of the elcmeiita. The 
Straits were lashed into fury by thi; 
gale, and the picture of the uiigry wa- 
ter as viewed from Beacon HilT during 
the afternoon, was one of wild grandeur. 

So terrific was the gale tliut trees 
were bent to the ground, and their 
boughs snapped like pipe stcnia. The 
sanitary wliurf recently built at l{,o.s.s 
liuy by the city, was carried away. 'The 
telephone and telegraph services were 
demoralized, and many of the poles of 
the former were blown down. The cir- 
cuit of the Ball electric liglits was brok- 
en, and in consequence the great<ir part 
of the city waa in darkness during the 
evening. Point £llio« bridge bad a 
large number of sheets of tin ripped 
from it, and a boom of loes confined on 
the Indian reservation aiuo of the har- 
bor broke away and drifted up harbor 
among the schooners of the sealing Beet 
and upon the wharf of the Rock Bay 
muchinc shop. 

.St. Andrew's church also suflered, 
Ih ree of the Douglas street windows bci ug 
l>lown iu, while a number of minor items 
of damage are reported.

THE FALL AHSIZES. 

A UkM Calendar With Only One Serlont 
' Ciuie-Mt . Jnitlre Drake FreiidlnK. 

The Full Court of Assizo opened ot 1 1 
a, m. yesterday in the new law courts. 
Bastion Square, Mr. Justice Drake pre- 
siding. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, with Mr. P. JE. Irving, Deputy 
Attoruey-Ccnoral, appeared for the 
Crown; while the bar was represented 
by Messrs. Edwin Jolmson, Q. C, F. (i. 
Walker, A. L. Bolyea, J. P. Walls, J. 
Stuart Yates, George Jay and Charles 
Wilson. 

The following were duly sworn in ns 
Grand Jurors: W. C. Ward, foreman; 
John Braden, Louis Erb, John D. 
Downio, John Bryant, A. B. Gray, Geo. 
Hargreaves, W. McNish, B. J. Husaell, 
C. E. Reuouf, J. D. Pemberton, A. J. 
Smith, John Stuart, John Teague, 
Thomas H. Tye, U. T, Williams, Henry 
Young and J. W. Sluggett. 

His Lordship's address to the Grand 
J ury was very brief. Said he: Gentle- 
men, I am glad to say that on this my 
iirsc appearance upon the bench of a 
Court of Assize, the calendar is a very 
light one. There is uo serious oCTciico 
but one charged in this indictmant,^ aud 
in consequence your duties will bo light. 
The sniallness of the calendar is no 
doubt the effeot of the operation of the 
Speedy Trials Act, which has greatly 
reduced your duties, saved much ex 
pense to tho country, and in foot al- 
ready disposed of the greater part of 
the calendar which would otherwise 
have oome before you. 

His Lordship then brieflv reviewed 
the oases on the docket, and informed 
the grand jurors that it was their prov- 
ince as well as their privilege to report 
on any nuisances or other matters which 
they might wish to direct attention to. 

The jury retired at 11:35 a. m., and 
the court adjourned until 1 o'clock.

The grand jury returned at 1 o'clock, 
bringing in truo bills in all the cases on 
the docket. 

ItKll. V. nUDl.EV .'^ND IlKCKINOUAM. 
This was the most serious case on the 
calenilar. It was a charge of rape 
allegod to have been comndtted on the 
person of one Mrs. Prier by the two 
persons named in the indictment, and 
other. Uotb Dudley and Bcckiugbam 
were indicted by tho grand jury, 
although the latter had not yet been ar- 
rested. Dudley through his counsel, 
Mr. A. L. Bclyea, pleaded not guilty, 
and asked for an adjournment of the 
case until Thursday, in order that wit- 
nesses for the defence might be pro- 
cured. 'Tlie adjournment was granted, 
and a bench warrant was issued for the 
arrest of Beckiugham. 

KM. V. OASSIUV. 
The prisoner was arraigned on a 
charge of breaking .and entering tlie 
Railroad Hotel, Johnson street, with 
felonious intent. Deputy Attorney- 
(Jeneial Irving appeared for the Crown, 
wliile the prisoner was not represented 
by counsel. He entered a plea of "Kot 
liiiilty," and the following jury waa im- 
paiinelled to consider the evidence in 
the case : 

Henry Rudge (foreman), Joshua Hol- 
land, W. D. Kinnaird, Wm. T. Pethor- 
ick, 'Tlios. Atkins, .Samuel Sea, John 
IJiirtlett, .loscph Heck, James Pearce, 
,). L. Beckwitli, (iustav Leiaer and M. 
L. Hiimber. 

Counsel for the Crown outlined the 
circumstances of the case, and called 
John Begg, proprietor of the Railroad 
Hotel, whose evidence was but a re|}cti- 
tiou uf that given by him in tho city po- 
lice court. Iu his evidence he stated 
that after he locked up the hotel at 
midnight none of the boarders could go 
out until 5 o'clock iu the morning, un- 
less they had notified the bartender the 
night before. The night watchman. 
Special OlBcer Campbell, carried a key 
to the back door and could let any of 
the boarders iu if the^ came home late 

Alex. Hansen, a sailor, and a hoardt-i 
ut the Railroad Hotel, deposed to seeing 
the prisoner breaking in the door; it 
was at about .'> o'clock in the morning. 
He (witness) left the house at about 1 
o'clock. He climbed out of one of the 
skylights, ran over tho roof and got 
<iown liy the Chinese wash house. 'Ihe 
<loors wer e locki'd. When he found the 
prisoner in the houso he claimed that 
lie was looking for his hat. The 
liartonder called Ollicer Campbell and 
had him arrested. 

'I'honius Walsb, who gave corrobora- 
tive evidence, emphatically denied go- 
ing out of tli(! back door, as it was 
claimed he did by iirisooer, to call 
Ollicer Campbell. Said lie: "If 1 went 
out of the back do<jr I cinildii't go out of 
the back door, because wliy, the back 
do<ir was always locked." 

Cross - Examined at coiisideiable 
length by the pri.soiier, witness said 
that the morning waa a dark one. He 
was attructtMl to the bar-room on the 
morning of the alleged felonious entry 
by the noise of the prisoner and the 
previous witness talking. Heard Han- 
sen coming into the bar-room after the 
prisoner. 

To the prisoner — I never go near the 
barroom — except when I want a drink. 
1 drink all the time. I'm not a teeto- 
taller. I always pay for my drinks 
(The prisoner here adopted a vindictive 
style of cross-examination, and was 
promptly cliecked by the Court.) 

Special Ollicer Campbell, and Edwii 
Porter al.so gave evidence; and the pri 
.soner being asked if he wished to say 
.mything, briefly addressed the jury 
He said tliat he w'uscliarged with break- 
ing into the Railroad hotel, presumably 
witli intent tosti-al either from tlio pi 
pi ietor or boardeis. Ife hioi boanl 
at the hoiiae nine days and i)Hid ids 
boanl, and he had never seen anything 
in the house that was worth two liils. 
Ill the room be slept in there was no- 
thing Init fniir be. Is iiikI a tallow candle, 
- nothing iu tlu! room worth currying 
away. Hi; knew no more about breaking 
into the house than the members of the 

His r..orilsliip lirietly smiimarized the 
evideiu-e, dirci^tiiig the iittciitioii of the 
jury to the fact that it was for them to 
say whether or not the prisoner entered 
the house with unlawful piiipoHc. It 
was plainly evident that he was the one 
who broke open the dmir. 

The jury naired at 2.50 p. ni., and 
l etiirned in lialf-un-liour with a verdict 
of "Not Guilty." Cassidy was accord- 
ingly discharged with advice _ not to 
lireiik into any more houses while look- 
ing for bis hat. 

KKO. V. I'lKIKn-:. 
In this case the prisoner stood iicciis- 
C'.l of the einbezzlemeiit of certuiii 
monies received by him for liiu employ- 
in', one Sig. Scboeii, and retained to his 
own use. Deimty-Attoniey-Ceiieral 
Irving ajineaied for tlie Crown, and Mr. 
Chas. Wilson fin- the defence. 

Connsel for defence objected to pio- 
ecciling with the cuse until he could 
lave an opportunity of selecting his 
jury from the full panel. The objection 
was sustained, and the case was remand- 
ed until the return of the jury out in 
the Caasidy cose.

We give below the complete 
the grounds upon which the r 
against the corporation, moved for by 
Mr. Bodwell, counsel for Capt. John 
Irving, proceeded. The time for argu- 
ment of tho rulo is tixod for the l.'ith 
January next. 

1. That one John Grant, who acted 
as mayor of the said corporation ut the 
time tho said by-law was passed, was a 
person having an interest in the con- 
tract thereby created with tlie said cor- 
poration, and was consocjuently diai|iiali- 
tiod from acting as mayor under section 
30 of the Municipal Act, IH.SO. 

'2. That the aaid John Grant, ii per- 
son having an interest in the benefits 
conferred by tho said by-law, voted in 
the said council for the passage of the 
said by-law. 

3. 'That the said by-law is insensible 
ou its face, since it does not appear 
whether it is intended to operate as a 
grant of a sum of monov certain to the 
company therein named, or as a guar- 
antee for the payment of certain obliga- 
tions for which the company may or 
may not thereafter become liable. 

4. That tho said by-law does not com- 
ply with the provisions of section 90 of 
tho Municipal Act, 1889, in the follow- 
ing, among other, particulars: 

(1). It exceeds the powers conferred 
by sub-section I, in that (a) it purjiorts 
to grant a full supply of water to the 
company, whereas the said sub-section 
does not authorize the grant of an in- 
definite supply of water but an exemp- 
tion from water rent; (b), that iu any 
event a railway is not a manufactory or 
other industry to which, under the pro- 
visions of the said siili-scction, such ex- 
emption may bo grunted. 

(•J). Tho siiiil by-law exceeds the 
powers conferred by aub-soctioii "J of the 
said section ill), since it purports bolli to 
grant a sum of money and to exempt 
from municipal taxation. 

(3). The said by-law exceeds the pow- 
ers oonforrcd by sub-sectioli ,'i of the 
said section in that it purports to ex- 
empt from taxation |)roperty, rolling 
stock and plant, whereas the said suli- 
aeotion only authorizes the exemption 
from taxation of yards and works. 

(1.) The said by-law exceeds the 
powers conferred by subsection -t of tlie 
said section in that 

(a) It purports to guarantee the re- 
payment of the interest upon a sum of 
money to ho borrowed, whereas the said 
subsection only refers to money alrcuidy 
borrowed. 

(b) It purports to guarantee the in- 
terest upon bonds, whereas the said 
subsection only refers to debentures. 

(c.) It purports to guarantee the re- 
payment of sneli interest to the pers(jns 
primarily liable, which is meaningless 
and void. 

(5) The said by-law docs not fall 
within the provisions of subsection G of 
the said section, since that subsection 
only authorises the grant of interest 
upon a definite sum of money, whereas 
it is impossible to suy upon what sum, 
or that tho interest upon any sum is 
granted by tho said by-law. 

6. That the said by-law is unreason- 
able upon the' following grounds; 

(1) It' purports to |;rant a full supply 
of water to the said company, which 
places it in their power to interfere in- 
juriously with the rights and privileges 
of the inliabit'iiiis of the city witli re- 
spect to water suiiply. 

(2) It provides for the levying in each 
year of a special tax for the payment of 
a sum of money which may never be re 
quired, since the company may iicvei 
issue the said bonds, or if such bonds bi 
issued may never make default in the 
payment of the interest thereon. 

THAT OKDKK IN-COUNCK,. 

The (Council of thK Board of Trade Ask 
for Its Suspension. 

A meeting of the Council of tin 
Board of Trade was held in their rooms 
Bank of Hritisli Columbia, at 1 1 o'clocl 
yestenlay morning, to take action ii 
regard to the ('iiHtom's order with refer 
euce to the liaiidliug of Canadian lioiid 
ed freight in transit to this city ovei 
American lines by Cnited States hot 
toins. All inemheis of the ('iiuiicil 
with the exception of Mr. R. 1'. Ritliel 
who is al iireseut in San Fiaiiciac'o 
were in attendaiiee, and the president, 
,\Ir. Robert Ward, occupied the chair. 

A letter from the Minister of Cusloms 
was read, in which were set f(u tli 
reasons which tlie department had 
causing the recent order to be issued. 
It |)ointed out that as the lioard of 
Triulc had asked that tho Coasting Liiws 
be lirmly and impartially administered, 
that particular portion of the order 
which referred to American steamers 
carrying Canadian bonded goods from 
an American to a Canadian port had 
been included. 

'The coiiimunicution having been duly 
discussed by the members of the coun 
cil, the iiresidcnt presented a draft re 
ply for transinission to the minister of 
customs, which was approved by t 
hoard. 

The leidy set fortli regi ..-t that 1 1 
minister had gone beyond the complaii 
of the ('.P.N. (>). with regard to coas 
ing by the steamers Michigan and l,nk- 
me; and also that the board of traibidid 
not contemplate iu any way interferiug 
with American ateaioei's bringing ('iiiia- 
dian bonded goods as a last call from one 
American railway to cuie I'ritisli port 
only; and pointing out that tlu' United 
.Slates aiitiioricies have tliciiisidves n-- 
eiprocated in this ies|)eel by permitting 
a local Ibitisli steamer to c.ii ry Anicri- 
caii b(Uided goods from Cliicago via the 
C. P. R. at Vancouver to one port on 
I'uget .Sound, viz.. Port Townsend. 

'I he reply further pointed out that at 
the |)rcsent time no Canadian coa.itiiig 
steamers wore aviiilable for that particu- 
lar liiisiness, and eommiinicatioii by tlie 
daily steamers from I'uget .Sound to 
Victoria was of the utmost importance 
to the commerce of Victorhi, in view of 
the largo passenger, freight and mail 
service conducted by them. 

The president's telegram prcvbaisly 
simt to the minister at Ottawa iiakiiig 
him to suspend the order was eonfirined, 
and the cinincil adjourned.
